silver at the ratio of i6 to i help the 
farmer, the laborer, 
the mechanic 
and the merchant?’^ 
T h e following which appeared as 
a com m unicatio n in a late issue of 
the K a n s a s C i t y Times answers the 
question and makes the subject ’so 
plain that a child can understand it. 
T h e 
D emocrat 
commends 
the 
article to the attention of those who 
really 
desire 
to 
understand 
the 
question and who sincerely wish to 
cast their votes in such a way as to 
bring about general prosperity. 


HOW IT WOULD WORK. 
K an sas C ity, M o., 
July 29.— 
T h e questions “ Should the govern­ 
ment issue $500,000,000 in paper 
m oney or greenbacks, how would it 
get into circulation?’’ or, 
“ If we 
had 
free 
coinage 
of silver, how 
would that money get into circula­ 
tion?^’ have been asked many times. 
T h e former has been answered by 
saying that salaries of government 
officials, pensions and the general 
expenses of the government would 
absorb 
a part of 
it, 
and public 
roads, buildings and other improve­ 
ments could absorb 
the 
balance. 
^Igainst these answers it has been 
urged that all expenses 
are 
now 
provided for, and 
neither 
roads, 
buildings 
nor 
improvements 
are 
necessary, therefore such a plan is 
not advantageous to the business in­ 
terests of 
the country. 
Whether 
this is correct or not we will not 
now consider. 


T o the circulation of silver obiec- 
tion is made that it is too heavy for 
convenience; that the government 
would 
have 
to 
adopt 
the 
same 
measure as paper money; that the 
silver dollar is “ a 5o-cent dollar,” 
have been urged. 
These, however, 
are all fallacious statements. 
The 
miner is, 
under free coinage, 
the 
first person to receive it. He would 
take silver bullion to the mint and 
in 
exchange would either receive 
silver dollars that had 
previously 
been coined or the coins his own 
bullion would produce, whichever 
was the most convenient for the 
mint. 
T h e money would be ot no 
use to him unless expended. 
He 
could either loan it, pay debts or 
purchase property or products of 
some 
kind. 
His 
ability 
to pur­ 
chase 
something 
has 
now^ 
in­ 
creased. 
His 
desire 
is 
to 
pur­ 
chase machinery, wagons, fuiniture, 
buildings, 
boots, 
shoes, 
clothing 
and food, besides numerous other 
articles, and with money at hand he 
will satisfy his desires. 
In this way 
he creates a demand for the pro­ 
ducts of the labor of others. 
These 
laborers then obtain steady em ploy­ 
ment 
and increased wages. 
The 
m oney they earn would enable them 
to become purchasers, 
or if they 
are in debt to satisfy their creditors. 
T h is 
process produces an endless 
chain until all labor is employed at 
remunerative wages. 
That no one 
will part with a silver dollar for less 
than a dollar vrill prevent that coin 
from becoming a 
“ 50-cent dollar” 
mnd being an unlimited legal tender 
dollar it would be “ sound m oney,” 
the “ best m oney,” and need no re­ 
demption m other money, 
and no 
b an k has ever refused to accept it 
o n deposit. 
^ 
A nyone who is in doubt as to 
the beneficial effects of an increased 
supply of money can arrive at a 
correct solution of the problem by 
asking the people 
he 
meets 
this 
question: 
“ If you could earn $100 what 
would you do with the money?” 
In answer he would learn that a 
majority would purchase something 
o r pay his debts. 
That the chief 
Joy they would experience would be 
in spending it for some article they 
desired. 
It is then easy to see that 
another article 
would have to be 
jproduced to take its place. 
The re­ 
tailer would replenish his stock; the 
lo b b e r would increase his order to 
fhe manufacturer, and he, in turn, 
rould give more labor to his em ­ 
ployes. 
It is safe to estimate that 
lot 
more than 
2,000,000 out of 
'70,000,000 of people in the United 
^States have all the common things 
^ f life they desire; not more than 
v h i s number 
have 
the 
money in 
* ^ a a d s to purchase food and cloth­ 
in g they like to have. 
T h ey a r ^ ^ i i ^ . 


constantly 
forced 
to 
economize. 
Several million do not have suffi­ 
cient food and clothing to be c o m ­ 
fortable, but live in hovels or ten e­ 
ments which are a disgrace to our 
so called civilization. 
N ow let there be put into circu la­ 
tion enough money so each citizen 
could earn $100 and see what would 
be the result on the business of this 
country. 
Th is amount would ag­ 
gregate seven thousand 
millions of 
dollars of business. 
Wou^d this re­ 
vive business or depress it? 
Let 
some of the would-be writers who 
I claim that the free coinage of silver 
would do nothing but double 
taxa 
tion reply. 
T h e demand for money 
is unlimited. 
This is the reason, 
and the only reason, why there can 
not be too much of it. 
T h e gold 
standard advocates claim that b e ­ 
cause some of the banks hold more 
than 25 per ceiit reserve money is 
now too plentiful. This is the w e a k ­ 
est argument they could advance. 
T h e y fail to state, that if they were 
to obtain all the money in circula­ 
tion in the United States at 
the 
present moment they could not pay 
40 per cent of their deposits. 
B e ­ 
cause 97 per 
cent of business is 
done with cnecks and drafts is no 
proof that there is no need of more 
money, 
but the best of evidence 
that the need exists. 
T h e volume of legal tender money 
has not increased in proportion to 
the increase in wealth 
and

merce, but the bank loans, checks 
and drafts and other devices to fa ­ 
cilitate com m er ce have.
